He understands the artificial culture of 


these animals, and ho proposes to bring 
with him skilled men and special'ma- 
chinery. Incidentally ho is willing to in- 
struct American citizens in the art of 
propagating sponges, which he believes 
will tend to the "development o£ the pub- 
lic richness." 
:It is his opinion that tho waters of Flor- 


ifla can be made to supply the world with 
sponges. He offers to pay Into tho treas- 
ury 10 per cent of the proceeds of his in- 
dustry during 20 years, at tho end of which 
time he will turn over to the government; ' 
all his machinery, boats, etc. 


For many years past it has been realized 


that something ought to bo dono in the 
way of sponge culture In Florida TTaters. 
The natural supply of these animals l»'dl- 
jninishiug at nn alarming rate, owing.to 
overflshiug. In fact, they are w«U nigh 
threatened with extermination. .. ''.! '.... .

much as sponges can be propagated almost 
as easily .is oysters, but a seemingly: ln- 
trcrmonntablo obstacle is presenoed by "the 
professional fishermen, who will not toler- 
ate grants o£ marino areas for the purpose 
of such culture. They say that grants of 
the kind wouM soon place the fishery In 
the hauds of monopolists.

to dofend their means of livelihood-to the 
uttermost.

F arthermbre, they profess tho convic-

In this 
idea they are wrong, if any faith is to bo 
put in i;ho exports of the United • States 
fish commission, who claim to have proved 
their theories by careful experiments. 
. Theyasscrt that If proper measures wero 
taken the sponge fishery of Florida could 
bo restored to the highest productiveness 
within .1 fow years. Unquestionably a 
considerable appropriation of money would 
be required, bus it. would be trifling com- 
pared with tho cash value of tho augmenti- 
cd crops. 


Tho sponge reproduces its species by 


means of spores, corresponding to eggs, 
.which are set free in the water. After be- 
ing hatched the young ones swim about; 
for awhile, eventunlly attaching thorn- 
selves to a rock or other object. 
. The mature sponge also produces Uttls 


buds, which detach themselves from tho 
parent and float away to begin life on 
their own account. The scientific culttir- 
1st, however, makes use of neither o£ these 
natural processes. 


The method he adopts is ertremely sim- 


ple, though requiringcareand skill. Trav- 
eling over the fishing grounds in a boat, 
hi' pulls tho sponges to the surface with a 
hook on the end of a long pole. Tho fresh- 
ly tackled sponge Is not taken out of tho 
'water, but is held beneath, the surface 
while the operator cuts It Into pieces. 


The knife used is as sharp as a razor, so 


.that as littlo injury as possible- shall be 
done to tho tissues of the Bponge. The ani- 
mal is cut up in such & manner that each 
"piece shall retain a pan of the original ex- 
ternal surface. Finally, each fragment Is 
fastened to a bit of stone by a wire, and is 
then dropped to the bottom./ 


In shoal water an easier and preferable 


method is to thrust a small splinter of 
wood through euoh fragment and stick it 
into the bottom. 
In this way a number 


of sponges aro mado out of a single sponge. 
Some of tho fragmentary ones die, but the 
great majority of them survive. For threb 
or four months they seem to be sickly, bus 
at tho end of that time they recover ond 
begin to grow with surprising rapidity. 
The planting mufit always be done whero 
the sponges will not bo rolled about by tha 
•waves. 


There are thousands of species of apongw, 


bnt only half a dozen have any commer- 
cial value. Thcro used to bo much dluputo 
as to whether these creatures wore animal 
or vegetable, but science has decided them 
to belong tc the former kingdom, -being 
very low down, and degraded relatives of 
the corals. 


The fact i« that a spongo, like tho coral, 


is a colony of little animals which occupy 
a port of apartment house together. The 
animals arc called "polyps," aud, each of 
them being botii male and female, every 
'individual In the community is in a posi- 
tion to rear a family en its own hook. Th.o 
ppongo in nature is a fleshy and somewhat 
jeUyliko body. Only the skeleton figures 
in commerce. The commercial spongi& 
havo horny skeletons, but there are. over 
so many species which have glassUke or 
limy frames.

It brings with it animalcules and other 


food that is required for tho support of tho 
colony. The channels above described are 
the. streets • and alleyways of tho polyp 
town.- If you look at a living sponge In 
shallow water, you will see that there '.fa 
continual bubbling above it, caused by tho 
income .and outgo of the water through 
the canals.—New York Journal.
